Spurious Journalism. 

Finding the business of peddling Grit 
small uocv not to pay, off goes our oscillat- 
ing contemporary ti> the other oiul of tho 
ore; from the Soylla— to change the 
simile — of scepticism it rushes 
to the Oluvrybdis of credulity, it 
only ceased to reiterate and predicate 
Grit rumors of the failure of the great 
railway aoheine, to indulge in reckless 
and unwarrantable affirmation of success. 
Yesterday morning we exposed the absurd- 
ity of that part of tho wonderful telegram 
•which, wo are told, has exoited in this 
community "feelings of the most unnux- 
ed satisfaction" — not because it was un- 
true, but because it was very old. This 
morning we propose saying a word or two 
about that part of it relating to tho par- 
ticular routo bv which the railway is to 
reach Esquimau. "Orders have bcon is- 
sued," says tho telegram, '"to adopt the 
routo between Victoria and Seymour Nar- 
rows at once." Now, wo contend that this 
is wholly unwarranted. It is untrue. It 
is absolutely wicked. In h.'s report to 
tho Government Chief Engineer Fleming 
stated that it would be most unwise to de- 
cide upon tho route to be adopted through 
British Columbia until the completion of 
tho experimental surveys. lAcquescing 
in that opinion the Government asked 
Parliament to vote a large sum of money 
for tho purpose of completing these sur- 
veys; and they succeeded in getting the 
item passed, although Mr DeOosmostook 
caro not to givo them the benefiJJ of Ins 
vote oil that important occasion. •Swarms 
of Canadian Surveyors," as our extempo- 
rary expressed it tho other day, are now 
on the way out, and parties are being 
formed for the purpose of completing these 
surveys. According to latest accounts, 
Sir Hugh was .still in England, and there 
had been no meeting of thp Directors, In 
tho aamo of common sense, then, how is 
it possible that any such "orders" could 
have been "issued," and who was to is- 
sue thorn? That tho road will come to 
Esquimalt there is little room to doubt. 
That it will come by way of Seymour Nar- 
rows may bo a trifle less certain. H lit that 
no decision will be arrived at as to the 
particular routo by which it will reach Es- 
quimalt, until tho completion of tho ex- 
perimental surveys, would not appear to 
bo open to question. That no such decis- 
ion has been come to, there need not be 
the slightest hesitation whatever in affirm- 
ing. But, it may be asked, What possible 
object could be" gained by manufacturing 
such nonsense and telegraphing it across 
the continent? It is with facts, not motives, 
we havo to do. And yel yesterday's lead- 
ing article in the local print which blows 
for Mr. DeCosmos supplies the key to 
tho motive. Having failed, signally fail- 
ed, lost caste, and completely ostracised 
himself from all the other members of the 
British Columbia delegation, and feeling 
that his position in the Provincial Gov- 
ernment was nouo too strong, Mr. DeCos- 
mos concluded that an effort must be 
made to shed a halo of glory around his 
return. What could be better than u 
flash of electricity, touching this commu- 
nity ill its most ' vulnerable part ? No 
sooner conceived than executed; and a 
private telegram was also sent, instructing 
his assistant editor to write an article, 
telling the people that DeCosmos did it 
all. That is really the whole story; and 
the junior member for Victoria hopes to 
re-enter with this halo resting on his 
brow! Mrs. Malaprop says that "com- 
parisons are odorous." and we should say 
they are, especially in the vicinity of our 
contemporary's sanctum. A short while 
ago it said that Mr. DeCosmos was 
"head and shoulders above all the other 
delegates from tho Pacific Pro\ ince." Yes- 
terday it tells its few leaders that the 
country is indebted to him for all that has 
boen done in the railway matter, and it 
assorts that "In fact, he is tho only one of 
all our members at Ottawa who appears 
to havo interested himself at all in the 
matter." We leave the public to judge 
of the delicacy and taste of such .state- 
ments in a paper having "A. DeCosmos, 
Editor," standing at the head of its col- 
umns. In so far as tho truth of these 
statements is concerned, it seems scarcely 
necessary for us to say that they contain 
no such element. It is now very gener- 
ally understood that of all tho delegation 
lie has done the least During the very 
first session tho senior member for this 
city succeeded in winning the confidence 
both of tho great money men and of 
the Government. From thai time to the 
present, ho has won every railway card 
he has played, and we now find him mov- 
ing in the inner circles, while that bundle 
of selfishn'OSS and pomposity still strutts 
in vain on tho outside, pursuing the Gov- 
ernment with silly questions which any 
fool could ask ; and then, like tho fly upon 
the wheel, exclaiming, "See what I have 
done!" Such home truths are not very 
agreeable; but our contemporary should 
not havo provoked them. 



Beggars.— A recent writer upon "Men- 
dicity," in the Contemporary Kiitimp, 
gives some of his own experiences of bog- 
gars, a theme upon which ho seoms well 
qualified to speak, lit! is a clergyman. 
Sometime ago an elderly gentleman call- 
ed upon him and sent in his card, upon 

which was printed tho "Rev. ,M.A." 

Hs shook hands with him, and, be with 
"evident emotion," began to rehearso tho 
tale of his wife's death, which had necess- 
itated his coming to as]; him to purchase 

some of his works. "Well, Mr. ,"said 

the writer, "I do not think it worth while 
to repeat the reasons I gave you on your 
first wife's death for cob buying any of 
yourworks." ••Then I have called on you 
before?" ho asked, and withdrew. This 

same "Rev. , M, A.," made a similar 

call upon a friend of the writer's, who said 
lie could not assist him without knowing 
more about him, "Sir," said the' other, 
"the Mastor never made inquiries before 
he gave help." "No, but the Master knew 
what was inman, and I do not." The 
writer-thinks that harm has boon dono by 
people making tho attendance of mendi- 
cants upon church n condition of their 
charities. It has oncom-aged hypocrisy. 
Ho overheard a conversation between two 
poor women of t he profession upon tho 
hardness of the times. "And how doyou 
get along this winter?" said one "very 
poorly, indeed," said the other, "there'll 
soon be nothing for it but to take i n morn- 
ing prayers." This woman evidently was 
not a hypocrite by nature: she ehosu hy- 
pocrisy as the last resort.

Trutlr Stranger than Fic- 
tion- 



For profound, rascality and dashing 
devilishness of details, few published 
romances will exceed tho life and do- 
ings of Jack Hippie, of Pennsylvania, 
alias the Hon. John Hippie Mitchell, 
United States Senator for Oregon. A 
law student with Col. Thompson, of But- 
ler (Penn.) in 1856,he got on extreme- 
well, and was taken into partnership 
in 185!), having two years before been 
married to one of his childhood's mates. 
The marriage seems to have been far 
from a happy one. In April 1860, Jack 
took French leave, carrying with him 
some four thousand dollars properly 
belonging to Col. Thompson. Shortly 
after his flight, his partner received a 
letter from him dated "The . Wide 
"World," in which he said he could not 
live with his wife, and was going away 
to begin life anew, undiscovered and 
unknown. That was the last the Col- 
onel heard of his partner till quite re- 
cently. Jack next turns up in South- 
ern California, having with him a hand- 
some and sprightly young woman, 
whom he introduced as Mrs. Mitchell, 
he, himself, having substituted that 
name for his patronymic. Putting up 
his shingle tit the little town of San 
Louis Obispo, he entered upon the 
practice of law. A talented and rising 
man, ho was asked to deliver the fourth 
of July oration, but before the day 
came,' he had pulled up stakes and 
left. He next turned up in Oregon, 
unaccompanied by her he called his 
wife, who, he said, had died in Califor- 
nia. Here again, this man rose, mar- 
ried again, and won his way into the 
United States Senate by means said to 
be not the most scrupulous, honorable 
or commendable. Sinuo that his life has 
beenbeforo the public. Beriah Brown, 
editor of theSeattle'Despatch/sums up 
tho vill liny of this Senator with two 
lives and three wives thus: — "The facts 
that he has passed for years under an 
assumed name for the purpose of avoid- 
ing responsibility for previous acts; 
that he deserted his wife without mak- 
ing ony pro visions for her support; that ho 
has twice since assumed tho murriago re- 
lation under an assumed name and in vio- 
lation of law, thus entailing illegitimacy 
upon his children and shame upon their 
'mothers whose confidence he betrayed by 
false pretenses; all stand confessed, and 
nre oulv sought to be palliated by tho plea 
of "a perturbed state of mind caused by 
domestic difficulties;" the artful dotlgo of 
tho thief and the murderer, who plead 
( ,'ldeptomania" and '•emotional iiu.anity" 
in excuse for their crime. We know no- 
thing about John Hippie's domestic's 
troubles; but we do know that he has 
twice since thou committed tho crime of 
bigamy— a penitentiary offence ; thatwhila 
his lawful wife was reduced first to menial 
service and then to pauperism, ho was 
living in luxury with another woman to 
whom ho was married by fraud, under an 
d'ssumed name, and making munificent 
donations to aid the cuuse of Woman's 
Eights. Tim record is more befitting a 
convict in the penitentiary than a Sena- 
tor of the United States." 

Badly^Sold. 

A telegram to the following effect, hav- 
ing been sent to San Francisco on the 24th 
ult. has been goingthe rounds of tho Cana- 
dian press: "Four thousand Indians from 
all parts of British Columbia have assem- 
bled at New Westminster in council. Dr. 
Powell, Superintendent of Indian Affairs, 
will meet them to-day to hear their grie- 
vances." Assuming this gathering to have 
been for warlike purposes, instead of, as 
-was really the case, to celebrate tho Queen's 
birthday, the Ottawa Free Press gets off a 
leading article , in which the following 
passage occurs: — 

"Fancy four thousand Indians— nottbe 
bedizened, maudlin degenerate sots oftlio 
Ontario reserves, but genuine, ferocious, 
hideous, painted and plumed savages, as 
ready to eat a Commissioner as to kill 
liUu — fancy four thousand of these gentry 
uvea as near as tho Qotinoau Point! What 
consternation would there not be in the 
chief bureau of the aboriginal depar- 
tment?"

This will bo an important accession too 
of the most progressive and proraig 
districts in tho Province. Mr. Pabnoi- 
forms us that very great difficulty, i, 
and expense arisa to the settlers frome 
absence of bridges across somo of iO 
larger streams. The crops in that *t 
of tho country look exceedingly well, id 
there is every prospjet of a more in 
usually abundant harvest. All tha'ts 
needed in order to make tho settlers a- 
tented and nrosperous is an kcreuscc'o- 
mandfor their productions, and ire 
facile communication with tie mares.

Clerical Shortcomings. 

This is how Bishops of tho Period 
are handled in tho London Church 
"Herald" u Paper of Ritualistic ten- 
deuces : — 

"There never was a time when Bish- 
ops were so painfully commonplace 
and notoriously unremarkable. Now 
we are blessed with popularity-hunting 
prigs, gaitercd chatter-boxes, flimsy 
scholars, smug vulgarians; men whoso 
principles, whether good or bad, are so 
deeply buried in the' dark recesses of 
their own consciousness, that neither 
themselves nor anybody else have ever 
been able to find them out." Then it 
is asked — 

"Who that had been present at the 
so-called 'Working-men's meetings' 
at our autumnal congresses has not 
felt a glow of shame suft'use his heart, 
and a blush of ignominy crimson his 
countenance, when listening to tho 
soulless twaddle and degrading com- 
monplace flowing out of episcopal 
mouths on such occasions? No high 
principles taught, no lofty and Divine 
truth inculcated, no distinctive Church 
doctrine set forth, no sins and short- 
comings of Vt'orking-meu boldly and 
bravely rebuked. Flummery, flattery, 
and platitudes enunciated by tho ever- 
talkative wind-bags of the episcopal 
bench. Does any sensil le mini think 
for one-half second that by such pain- 
ful and ctiegradingexhibitions, in which 
bishops both in matter and manner 
are lowered to the lu .v level of tub-ora- 
tors tlio Churchof England is j helped in 
any way, or the opposition of consis- 
tent religious opponents of that Church 
successfully bought ofF. " 

Here is another choice bit from the 
sketch of the "Bishop of the I'eriod" — 
"Cunning and clever, he keeps as 
chaplains lick-spittle creatures of the 
baser sort, who hoist moral storm-sig- 
nals to soo which way the winds blows, 
or who act as clerical detectives in 
plain clothes, and inform his lordship 
of their earnest labours. The bishop 
only exercises hospitality when such 
work is absolutely essential, being 
stingy, penurious, and grasping. With 
naiueous ostentation, owning £5,000 
a-year, he has cut down his household 
expenses, so as to save money and 
found a family. Butler, footman, and 
pages are not now at the palace. And 
a witty country wag libellously avers 
that the bishop is shaved by the lady's- 
maid. He rides to confirmation in a 
gig, or sometimes walks all the way in 
wet weather, taking care that one of 
his literary chaplains privately informs 
some the London newspapers of bis 
truly humble and Christian spirit." 

Grievous. — A sorry story is told of 
the mill-operatives in Rhode Island. Fif- 
teen hundred of them, assembled in mass 
meeting in Providence a day or two api, 
were mostly overworked women ami chil- 
dren—many of the hitter of tender years. 
The women are described as worn and 
haggard and wild-eyed. The young girls, 
stunted by the wretched life of the mills, 
wero sunken-eyed, wan ami ill. Some of 
the wretched people, says a correspondent 
who studied the faces of the dismal 
crowd, looked as though there was hardly 
fire years life in them. It is not an extra- 
ordinary circumstance that they have 
"struck." Tho.over-b.ours and bad at- 
mosphere have produced their natural 
results; and in this ease a strike is an ex- 
cusable attempt to apply a remedy. Evi- 
dontlyja law is needed to regulato the 
hours of factory labor and to protect the 
children from abuse.- V. 1". Advertiser. 



Mr. Lout in the County ConiT.-Last 
week, at tie Brompton County Court, 
John HtiiL, a butler, brought an ac- 
tion agaiist the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer b recover the sum of £8 15u.- 
a foitnigit's wages due and n month's 
wages in ieu of notice. The plaintiff 
deposed .hat. he had been in soveral 
good fannies as butler and servant. 
About tin end of March last he enter- 
ed the ser ice of Mr. Lowe as butler 
at £70 a jaar. One day, feeling very 
tired, he s^t down behind the back 
drawing-nom door. Mrs. Lowe saw 
him throurh tho opposite glass, and, 
saying lie had committedan unpardon- 
able uil'enie, discharged him. Ho mere- 
ly rested or n few seconds, not in- 
tending tie slightest disrespect either 
to the draving-room or to Mrs Lowo. 
A foitnigit's wages then duo were of- 
fered on ondition of his foregoing 
further el. mis, but this lie respectful- 
ly declined to do. Mr. Lowe, who 
occupied o seat on the bench, deposed 
fchat the ilaintiff had been repeatedly 
insolont aid neglectful. For instance, 
he failed b report a dangerous escape 
of gas in he house. On the occasion 
in (jiiesthn a large company was to bo 
present, hit the defendant, instead of 
attending ;o his duty, sat down in tho 
drawing- oom, folded his arms, and 
said ho wis too tired to do any more 
work thatday. A short timo previous- 
ly ho hadrefr.sed to answer a boll, 
and whensent for, told tho page that 
he"wouli have no more of Mrs. Lowe's 
jaw." Sin had not a particularly 
good character with him, but ho was 
a tcetolaihr, and that was an enor- 
mous advaitage. The page and a wo- 
man, servant confirmed Mrs. Lowe's 
statement the former creating much 
amuaemeit by the representation of 
the ftttitule of tho plaintiff when he 
seated hinself in the back drawing- 
room. 'Die judge, Mr Macnainara, 
said that f the plaintiff had sat down 
in his imaress' room to tie his shoe no 
harm woild have been done. As it 
was, ho sit down for recreation, there- 
by pommitiug an offence. Moreover, 
it' was pi i ycd that ho hlld beoi) delib- 
erately diiobedient and dist'esnodtful, 
J udgment was given jf favour of Urn 
dciendant. -- 'London ^ruoa" May 6.
